Bit by bit the world is becoming more aware of the 
regretable fact that the agreements reached .ti Crimea call 
for the erection of the Dwelling I Mace ol Lasting IVace 
upon the shifting sands of expediency and power polities. 
lite only reply which the makers of the \ aha pact 
have found for its critics has I teen some version of the 
Rabelaisian parable— that 
these critics are unrealistic 
visionaries. 
Churchill did the world a service when, in his usual 
pungent language, he put this reaction in two words 
I lopeless ideal.” 
I hose were his words answering a critic in the I louse 
of C o m m o n s who attacked the basic defect in the present 
peace arrangement— the fact that large nations are im 
m ime from the restraints imposed on the small. 
With their implications of cynicism and defeatism 
these words constitute tile most severe indictment yet 
voiced of the Crimea agreements. 
Dismissed and discarded by these words are the 
principles of justice, of autonom y, of the late lamented 
(Atlantic Charter, and those which, iii the burning phrases 
of W o o d ro w Wilson, sum m oned the world to the various 
fumbling attempts at peace which the present generation 
have seen. 
It cannot be* successfully argued that Mi. ( hurchill s 
words had some other implication. 
I Ic* was asked a specific question about the rights and 
independence of small nations,.and he defended the adop­ 
tion of the Yalta pact of the prim iple that “ might makes
